Between June 0, 1941 and Octo- 
ber 31st, 19438, Massachusetts in- 
dividuals and instituticns bought 
$556,260,000 of the Series E war 
savings bonds, $3861,152,000 of 
Series F and G bonds and $47, 
999,000 war savings stamps, a to- 
tal of $965,411,000 which was 4 
per cent of the total sales of the 
same issues in the whole United 
States and possessions, ... A re- 
cent survey in the Quincy, Wey- 
mouth and Hingham area showed 
that of a total of 34,000 dwelling 
units, only 1.6 per cent were un- 
cecupied and 1.4 per cent were 
unoccupied and habitable... . In 
Ma:sachusetts the earliest sunset 
comes at 5:11 P. M. during the 
week of December 6th to 12th:

RISTM

Christmas calls for fowl with all 
the fixin’s — war or no war. For 
tunately, we are stiN able to live 
up to this, while millions of un- 
fortunate Huropeans are forced to 
get along on little or no Christmas 
cheer. 

Here are some Christmas recipes 
that won't dig too deeply into your 
ration book but will add to this 
year’s Christmas menus: 


Morning Sunshine 


Juice of 2 lemons 
2 tablespoons honey 
2 cups orange juice 
1 egg white 
Shake all ingredients, in order 
given, in a shaker for 2 minutes. 
Berve chilled. The kiddies will 
adore it for a breakfast treat. 


Lunch-box Nut Bread 


cups sifted flour : 

teaspoons double-acting baking 
flour 

teaspoon salt 

cup sugar 

egg, well beaten 

cup milk 

tablespoons melted butter or 
other shortening 

cups Grape-Nuts Flakes 

cup broken walnut meats 


Sift flour once, measure, add bak- 
ing powder, salt, and sugar, and 
sift again. Combine egg, milk, and 
shortening; add tq. flour mixture, 
stirring only enough to dampen all 
flour. Add Flakes and nuts and 
blend. Bake in greased loaf pan, 
7x3x2% inches, in moderate 
oven (350° F.) 1 hour and 10 min- 
utes, or until done. 


Christmas Punch
